The text of Governor Alf M. Lan- 
don’s address at the state convention 
of the American Legion: 

This is the Jast time I will have 
the pleasure of greeting the annual 
convention of the American Legion 
of Kansas as governor of the state. 
For four years I have enjoyed the 
privilege of meeting with you and 
visiting with you in that capacity. 

Our American Legion convention 
today is one of fellowship.

He showed how human societies de- 
ceive themselves by misuse of their 
own everyday langauge. 

Charles Gustav Jung, Swiss psy- 
choanalyst, asserted that sex is sec- 
ond to hunger as a human driving 
force. He described personality “frag- 
ments” which he said behaved like in- 
dependent beings. 

Gray matter cells in the cortex of 
the brain that never sleep, and that 
are unlike any other cells in the 
nervous system were reported by the 
Nobel prize winner, Edgar Douglas 
Adrian, of the University of Cam- | 
bridge. He attributed man’s sponta- | 
neous activity to these peculiar cells. | 

President James Bryant Conant, of 
Harvard, welcomed the visiting schol- | 
ars and scientists from all over the.

“Tt is a fact that the family of Mr. 
Upshaw djd live in North Carolina at 
‘that time, but, nevertheless, Mr. Up- 
shaw was a voter in Fulton county 
and was elected to congress in this

“The nomination of a congressman 
from the fifth district is no longer a 
county matter. It is a district affair,

Seventy-five years ago, in a etone 
quarry of Bavaria. men made a great 
discovery. ‘They found remains of a 
bird never known before—some of the 
bones, and imprints of certain feath- 
ers. In 1872. another and _ better 
skeleton of the bird was taken from 
the same quarry.

The remains found in 


|Germany are very important, for they 
‘show us the first known birds. There 
'were flying lizards before the birds, 
but the flying lizards did not have 
| feathers. 

The scientific name of the first 
known bird is “Archeopteryx,” which 
means “Ancient Wing.” It had a long 
tail. with at least a dozen pairs of 
feathers in it. This tail is different 
from that of any living bird. Modern 
birds have tails with feathers which 
spread out fan-wise. 

Another strange thing about Ancient 
Wing is the fact that it had a beak 
with teeth in it. Present-day birds 
do not have teeth in their beaks. 

The wings of the ancient bird were 
much like those which we see

at the bend of each wing. It is sup-
